Ido not think I am wrong in 
assuming that, you, sir, are always willing 
to give space in your valuable paper to 
lotters-dealing —with-facts—Tho following 
figures illustrate the growth of mission 
work in the Canton Provinee. They refer 
to tho work of Protestant Societies only, 
but there is no idea of compirison with 
Roman Catholic Missions. The desire is 
to givo information ;. if the writer had pos- 
sessed tho Roman Catholic statistics he 
would have givon them like publicity:

THE BATTLE OF BRITISH TRADE 


IN SOUTHERN CHINA, 
The Spceial Correspondent of The Times, 
writing on the nboya subject from Heng- 
keh, Jan. 14, states -— \ 


* * Tf the central and most of the provincial 


Govornmenta in China have given amplo 
and repeated proofs that her comercial 
‘policy’ consists chiully yf spasmodic efforts 
to ovade and dofcat tho lettor-and the spirit 
of the commercial treaties inte which she 


; has been compulled to enter with tho out- 


side world, the authorities of the two 
Kwang provinces can probably claim an un- 
dinputed pru-ominenoo in the art of ob- 
structing foreign trade. Faith¥ul to the his- 
torieal traditions inherited from the time 
when the foreigner's commercial intereanrse 
with China was confined within the narrow 
limits of the East India Company's factory 
ut Canton, the viticiuls uf the Great South- 
em Viccroyalty have never ceased ta re- 
yard foreiga trade with a jealousy and 
hatred intensificd, perhaps, by the spectacle 
at their gates of the growing prosperity of 
Hongkong. They have, indeed, been oblig- 
ed to abandon the mre brutal forms of 
hostility which drew duwn upon them the 
eastigation of British arms in the carly days 
af England's undisputed preponderancy in 
the Far Kast ; bat for being nore refined, 


“jand, ‘one might almost say, scientific, their 


modern methods lave lust nothing in 
vflicieney. 

Nowhere has gre: ingenuity been 
displayod than in the Kwang pravinees to 
circumvent the provisions of the commer- 
cial treaties under which foreign ydods on 
Jayment of the import duty aud of ,a tran- 
sit chuty equal to half the import duty receive 
from the Customs adnunistration a tran:

Chinaman would venture to call down the 
yengeaneo uf his own authorities by invok- 
ing, through the foreign firms with which 
ho deals, the intervention of thoir Consular 
representatives, and for the bencht of an 
venturesoie importers who might still insist 
upon using transit passes, special * octroi’ 
duties, ‘destination’ duties, &¢, were 
created, which more than counterbalanced
